NEW ORLEANS, April 21. 
•— (INS) — A grim search for 
the dead was renewed in the 
Gulf of Mexico southwest of 
New Orleans today, with the 
death toll from a disastrous 
early Friday morning crash of 
two tankers placed at 38. 


Five survivors of the 
42-man 
crew abroad the Esso Greensboro 
were rescued in a daj and night 
search. Hope was virtually aban­ 
doned that others might have sur­ 
vived the shattering collision, an 
all-encompassing lire 
which fol­ 
lowed, and more than 24 hours in 
the sea 
Finds No Survivors 
The tanker SS Virginia radioed 
that it found no survivors aboard 
the 
tire - blackened 
Greensboro 
when it took the vessel in tow. 
Virginia crewmen extinguished 
the blaze which roared through 
the ship for more than 17 hours. 
Picking 
their way 
through 
the 
shattered hulk of the tanker, the 
Virginia crewmen found 10 char­ 
red bodies. Five more bodies were j 
picked up Friday, leaving 22 from 
the Greensboro crew missing and 
presumed dead.
